If vag choose toys carefully, you'll delight the children 
and provide them with lasting benefits. 
Toys are tools of play and through play children learn to 
as and heoin understanding what is going 


on around them. , 
Children’s toys contribute largely to their development 
and should be selected to fit that development at any given 


stage. 
4: 
AS children grow they doy velon ¢ ifferant abilities, Thoir 


skills increase and their interests broaden. Although there 
are no hard and fast lists of teys for children of different 
ages, American toy manufacturers do scientifically test toys 
for age suitability. 

Look for tags, 
information on why a toy is suitable for a particular age 
group, how the child can use the toy, why he or she will 
enjoy it and how the child will profit from the play activity. 

Just as children need a nutritionally balanced food diet, 
they aisu weed play equipment which is well balanced and 
contributes to their all around development. 

Every child should have toys which satisfy interest in: 
active physical play (push and pull toys, wheel toys, balls, 
gym equipment); manipulative, constructive, creative play 
(vpiocks, construction toys, hubby sits}; imaginative 
imitative, drarnatic play (dolls, housekeeping equip ment, 
train sets, dress up costumes); social play (games for 
several children). 

Buy toys that are safe. Avoid toys with sharp edges or 
points. Paints and colorings should be nontoxic. For 
younger children. buy toys with large parts so they won't get 
swallowed. Toys made of fabric should be flame-retardant. 

Also look for toys that are sturdy, durable, attractive, 
fun and will encourage children to use their imagination.

party, from the chairman of the Republi- 
can National Committee on down, to 
reorganize the committee staff along 
idealogical fines, and to re-evaluate 
‘everything connected with the past 
decade of failure. including even the 
very name of the Republican Party 
itself.” i 

Helms claims the majority of Ameri- 
cans are conservative: “There are, in- 
deed, numerically more conservatives in 
the Democratic Party than in the 
Republican Party — yet the leadership 
of both parties has not appealed to their 
legitimate hopes and aspirations.”

Teacher Thank-You: Both 
houses have now approved 
SB 122, which increases 
retirement payments to some 
40,000 former teachers. In its 
fizsi full year of effect, this

The Gnadenhutten Inci- 
dent is one that few white 
Americans cere to talk a- 
bout. Several may not even 
have heard of it. Those who 
have would just as soon 
forget it. 

But the story of what 
happened at the tittle Indian 
village of Gnadenhutten on 
March 8, 1782, isn’t one that 
can easily be forgotten. Here 
in what is now Ohio, Ameri- 
can militia massacred 96 
peaceful Indians — 46 men, 
22 women and 34 children. 

The victims were converts 
of Moravian missionaries 
who, just prior to the out- 
break of the Revolutionary 
War, had founded three set- 
tlements of Christian indians 
along the Tuscarawas River. 
The settlements — Schoen- 
brunn, Gnadenhutten and 
Salem ~— unfortunately lay 
between American control- 
led Fort Pitt and the British 
base ai Deirvit. Thus, ihe 
Moravian Indians, who striv- 
ed to remain neutral during 
the conflict, were suspected 
by both sides. 

So that these Indians 
might more easily be watch- 
ed and controlled, the British 
in the autumn of 1781 forced 
them to move closer to 
Detroit. An army of 250 red- 
coats and Indians led by 
Captain Matthew Elliott ar- 
rived at the settlements in 
the Tuscarawas Vaiiey and 
compelled the Moravian tn- 
dians to accompany them to 
the Sandusky River region. 
The missionaries were order- 
ed to go to Detroit to answer 
charges that they had sym- 
pathized with and aided the 
rebels. Exonerated, they re- 
turned to their converts in 
the newly established village 
near present-day Upper San- 
dusky. 

In February some of the 
Indians were permitted to go 
to the Tuscarawas settle- 
menis to gather com thai

had been left behind on the 
stalks at the time of the 
forced removal during the 
preceding autumn. They had 
nearly completed this win- 
tertime harvest when tragedy 
befell them. 

Frontier settlements in 
Pennsylvania and Virginia 
about this time had been hit 


_severely by Indian raiders, 


and a retaliatory force vi 
about 100 was recruited and 
ptaced under the command 
of Coionel David Wiillam- 
son. Supposing that the 
hostile Indians were living ai 
the Moravian villages, the 
Americans headed there and 
arrived within a mile of 
Gnadenhutten on the night 
of March 5. 

On the following morning 
as 16 of the militiamen 
moved toward the cornfield 
near ihe village they came 
upon a boy, Joseph Sha- 


bash, son of one of the as- 4 


sistant tnissionaries. Gne of 
the 16 shot the youth, 
breaking his arm. The boy 
pleaded for his life but was 
killed with hatchets and 
scalped. 

When they arrived at the 
field and discovered that 
they were outnumbered by 
the Indians, the'16 frontiers- 
men feigned friendship and 
said that they had come to 
take them to a place of 
safety near Fort Pitt. Since 
somé of them had been 
treated kindly at Fort Pitt 
previously, they consented to 
go. A messenger was sent to 
the {indians working in the 
fields at Salem and they, 
with the same kind of trust, 
came to Gnadennutien. 

in the village, however, the 
indians discovered that they 


were not to be led to’a place’ 


of security. They were seiz- 
ed, fettered and imprisoned 
in two houses — men in one 
and women and children in 
the viher. Williamson then 
asked Fis msn whether the 
prisoners should be taken to 
Fort Pitt or kitted. Less than 
2C voted to spare their lives. 

The slaughter vegan on 
the morning of March 8. The 
first 14 indians were killed by 
one of the Americans who 
hit them with a cooper’s 
hammer. Then, saying that 
his arm was tired, he handed 
the instrument to another 
militiaman and told him to 
continue. Within a short 
time all of the Moravian 
Indians — except two boys 
who escaped — had been 
murdered. One of the boys 
managed to-untie himself 
and slip out of the house in 
which he was held. The 
other, though scalped, was 
not killed but pretended to 
be dead and when the oppor- 
tunity came he crept away 
and into the forest. 

Williamson and his men 
set fire to the slaughterhous- 
es and left for Schoenbrunn 
where they hoped to repeat 
their performance. But the 
Indians there had learned 
what happened at Gnaden- 
hutten and fied. 

By summer some of the 
Moravian missionaries and 
their converts established a 
settlement north of Detroit 
near what is now Mt. Cle- 
mens, Michigan. During their 
habitation there they con- 
structed the first road into 
the interior of Michigan — a 
23-mile thoroughfare from 
Detroit to the village which 
was known as New Gnaden- 
hutten. In 1786, the Chippe- 
wa indians demanded return 
of the land which they had 
provided for establishment 
of the settlement, and the 
Moravians were forced to 
leave, some of them going 
back to Ohio and others to 
Canada. 

When some of the mis- 
sionaries returned to build 
Gnadenhutten about 20 years 
after the massacre - the 
bones of the slain Indians 
were yathe.ed and buried in 
a common grave.

ANN ARBOR — Winter 
solstice. when the sun 
reaches its southernmost 
point of the year, will occur 
at 12:36 p.m. Dec. 21, 

This is the officiai 
ginning of winter. 

Dec. 21 also will be the 
shortest day of the year — 
about 9 hours of daylight 
and 15 hours of darkness. 

“From then on the days 
will begin to lengthen, and 
we'll be heading back to 
summer,” says University of 
Michigan astronomer Hazel 
M. Losh. 

“At this time of the year, 
the earth is actualiy closer to 
tne sun than during the 
summer,” says Losh. 

But seasons depend on 
the tilt of the earth's axis, 


De- 


rather than the distance from 
the sun, she explains. “Even 
though we are closer to the 
sun in winter, the sun’s rays 
hit uS more obliquely, with 
less force, However, the fact 
that we are closer to the sun 
tends to make winters in the 
northern hemisphere a little 
milder. 

“The sun and winter soj- 
stice are believed to bear a 
real relation to the date of 
Christmas,” says Losh - 
“Most likely, this religious 
celebration was set to agree 
with the early pagan festival 
ceiebiating the promise of 
returning from the cold, 
bleak temperatures to warm- 
er weather. 

“An impressive symbal of 
the Christmas season is the 
Northern Cross, Cygnus,” 
she says. “It will move 
across the December sky 
from the zenith to the north- 
west, gradually assuming 
more and more of a vertical 
position. 

“By Christmas Eve, the 
long bar of the cross will be 
upright against the sky.” 

Losh adds that Sirius, the 


“Star of the East” pointed to 
by the Three Wise Men, rises 
in the early evenings around 
Christmas. The brightest star 
in the whole heavens, it is 
the principal star of Canis 
Major, the Dog of Orion. 
“We are particularly fa- 
vored with planets this 
Christmas month,” notes 
Losh. “The brightest is Ve- 
nus, so brilliant you can’t 
miss it. It is visible in the 
southwestern sky for two to 
three hours after sunset. 
“On Christmas Eve, Venus 
will be joined by the crescent 
moon, about seven degrees 
to the north,” she says. “As 
s06f as Garkness Comes on, 
Jupiter will show up in the 
northeastern sky and shine 
the whole night through.”
